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On behalf of the Province of Ontario, I would like to thank our 
host, the Honourable Marc Lalonde, for providing us with the 
opportunity to meet and discuss a matter of such urgent national 
priority as income security. In our discussions, I would like 
to underline Ontario's willingness to cooperate in designing a 


new system which will meet the needs of this country. 


I am sure you can appreciate that while some proposals have come 
to our attention earlier and therefore our responses are more 
fully developed, the great amount of stimulating ideas from all 


governments will require careful and studious assessment. 


We have reviewed the Federal proposals and I would like to say 
that, as we are for reform, we find the proposals very interesting. 
We now, of course, would like to work with them. Our response to 


them will be in terms of the basic principles Ontario has developed. 


Ontario views that income security extends beyond the obvious 
combination of programs such as Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income 
Supplements, Family Allowances, Canada Pension Plan, Unemployment 
Insurance and the cost-shared programs covered by the Canada 
Assistance Plan. We see income security as an integral part of 
the aggregate transfer system including elements of taxation; 
employment-related services such as placement, retraining and job 
creation; and supplementary services such as housing subsidies, 


rehabilitative services and preventative programs. I am happy to 
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see that the Federal paper addresses itself to many of these 


broader concerns in income security. 


The present income security system has evolved over the years in 
honest, but isolated, response to specific problems, but with no 
set of common, clearly defined goals. Major programs are iniated 
by two levels of government and often administered by three. 

While improvements have been made, the outcome of this 
uncoordinated approach is a system where gaps, overlaps, inequities 


and disincentives are common. 


It is clear that the present system must be overhauled. However, 
the task is extremely complex. The complicated nature of a 
comprehensive scheme must address itself to such diverse areas as 
jurisdiction, finance, administration, social structure and human 
behaviour. However, Ontario feels strongly that an improved 


structure must, and can, be developed as quickly as possible. 


To do this, we must begin at a common base. Let's take this 
opportunity to agree on a set of principles. To this end, Ontario 
has developed, for consideration by the provinces and the Federal 
government, a set of six basic principles on which we feel an 
income security system can be developed. Such agreement is 
essential to ensure that one inadequate system is not replaced by 


another. 
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It is in light of these principles that Ontario will be assessing 
any proposals presented here by other governments. Because we 
believe there must be agreement on principles first, we are 
pleased to see principles given a prominent place in the Federal 
paper. Some of our principles are quite close to those of the 
Federal government; others may be seen as complementary. There 
is compatibility but I feel that there are points, very important 
points, which must be examined in greater detail to ensure that we 


truly are talking about the same concepts. 


Theil first principle iis ycooperation:. Mr. Lalonde states that 
cooperation between the Federal and Provincial governments is a 
first principle in developing a new scheme. Ontario heartily 
agrees. Cooperation is absolutely essential. But I feel that 
perhaps our perspective of cooperation goes even further. We see 
cooperation as total joint planning. This joint planning must 
take place in the context of overall social and economic planning, 
and of the aggregate distribution system, including taxation, 
transfers-in-kind, job creation programs and the like. It must 
also include joint action and commitment to the attainment of a 
major social goal. Then, once the overall goal is jointly 
established, we must together have general agreement on target 
groups, priority setting, strategies and specific program 


objectives. 
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We are pleased to see that Mr. Lalonde's paper emphasizes that 
joint planning and development does not preclude any province from 
modifying the income security structure to meet specific social 


problems and priorities. 


Ourmsecond’srinciple! isvayrealistic approach to needs. Ontario 


is convinced that the development of meaningful and adequate 
minimum needs standards is essential. Although standards are 
alluded to in the Federal paper, we think standards should be 
spelled out. We agree that these standards, once developed, 
should be legislated, but there needs to be a great deal of work 
done in this area, so we do not create a new system with the same 


problems. 


Standards, as we see them, must be developed and implemented in a 
manner which recognizes that needs are a function of individual 
circumstances rather than categories; in a manner that provides 
for participation in the life of the community; in a manner that 
recognizes that needs may take many forms, including employment; 
and in a manner that incomes should not be allowed to fall below 
minimum needs standards. Furthermore, we believe that no one 
should be taxed on that portion of income which is below the needs 
level. We have, in our principles, detailed what must be 
encompassed in any realistic approach to needs, including, of 
course, regular review and adjustment. I feel we have to agree 


to the specifics which comprise standards, and not merely agree 


that there must be standards. 
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OUTSET TospeIneoLD Le, tesequrty., Ontario is pleased to see the 


Federal paper identify this principle as one of the basics fora 
new scheme. We agree there must be an equitable relationship 
between groups such as those persons who are employable but unable 
to find work, and those who are fully employed in very low income 


occupations. 


We also feel that there should be an equitable relationship within 
groups, such as between the unemployed person who assists in 
supporting himself by part-time work, and a similar person who does 


not. 


Finally, and equally important, there must be an equitable relation- 
ship between persons who receive benefits in any form, and those who 


HOaniot. 


OUrescOUbChiep nine: plenis incentives. In this area there seems to be 


a close compatibility between the Federal emphasis and Ontario's 
concern. We have both agreed that this principle involves not 
only the creation of incentives to employment but also minimizing 
built-in disincentives in a social security scheme. Both 


directions must be pursued. 


Our sficthVprinciple is'taxvintegratton. Ontario is as firmly 
committed to the principle now as it was in its proposal to the 
Senate Poverty Committee in 1970, that the inter-relationship 


between the personal income tax and transfer systems must be fully 
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recognized and they must be as closely integrated as possible. 


The Federal paper does not speak to this principle at all, and yet 
I feel this is an absolutely essential first principle on which to 
build a new integrated system. One cannot talk about meeting 
needs when some persons are taxed below their needs. One cannot 
talk about equity when one benefit is taxed and another is not. 
One cannot talk about incentives when the complexity of a transfer 
system which is separate from the personal tax system creates 
built-in disincentives. As I stated earlier, an income security 
scheme must be viewed as a necessary part of income redistribution 
and therefore needs to be developed in close association with the 


tascstruccure. 


It is important that we not create separate transfer systems when 
certain benefits can be delivered as well, if not better, through 
the tax system. This is a point we have stressed many times over 


the last few years. 


QOunstinal basic principle is respect for thepindividual and the 
family. By this, I am speaking to "dignity". Although not 


cited as a basic principle, the Federal proposal talks about the 
important role of human dignity in the creation of a new income 
security plan. Ontario feels it is the very basis on which we 
buila-. Our system must respect the dignity and integrity of the 
individual and the. family asia basic criterion. A new system 
which meets all our other criteria or principles, would be 


worthless if it did not specifically meet all the components of 
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this-prinei ple: We spell them out, and I think they should be 
spelled out, to include encouraging initiatives toward 
independence and responsibility; ensuring full legal rights, and 


avoiding discriminatory provisions. 


I have outlined a set of principles which Ontario believes will 
serve aS a comprehensive guide to the reform of the income security 
system. We are also aware of the need to proceed with some 
immediate steps which need not necessarily await completion of the 
overall review. In particular, we are making a number of specific 
amendment proposals for the Canada Pension Plan which, we believe, 
should be amended as soon as possible. Our proposals are outlined 
in the document entitled Ontario Proposals for Amending the Canada 
Pension Plan which has already been made available to the 


participants in this Conference. 


The Ontario amending proposals have been developed in close 
connection with our principles for income security reform so that 
immediate steps can be undertaken to amend the Canada Pension Plan 
which will be consistent with broad objectives for the income 
security system. Full details are provided in the document which 
I mentioned, including projections which outline the long run 


financial implications of our proposals. 


These projections are based on our computer model, PENSIM, which 
was made available to all provinces and the Federal government last

Our proposals for the Canada Pension Plan recognize a number of 


key objectives, including: 


- The CPP should be a viable social insurance system which is 
primarily geared to providing an adequate earnings-related 
retirement income and therefore the earnings ceiling should 


be substantially increased. 


- Secondly, new measures should be incorporated into the Plan 
which accord equal treatment to men and women and make 


provision for early retirement. 


- Thirdly, benefits must keep pace with the cost of living. 


To achieve these objectives, we propose that the earnings ceiling 
be raised to $9,500 in 1975 which would result in a maximum pension 
of $192 per month beginning in 1976 compared with $160 under the 
Federal plan. We also propose to make provision for early 
retirement and, with respect to people over 65, we propose to 
eliminate the Earnings Test. In addition, we feel that men and 
women should be given equal benefits, and survivors age 60 and over 
should receive more generous earnings-related pensions. A further 
important aspect of our proposals is that a way be found to make 
increased benefits available to existing CPP pensioners. With 


respect to disability pensions, we advocate that no immediate 
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changes should be made until the full implications of the Federal 
income security proposals are studied. Finally, we are in strond 
agreement with the suggestion of increasing all CPP benefits in 


line with changes in the Consumer Price Index. 


May I conclude my remarks on the Canada Pension Plan by emphasizing 
again that Ontario recognizes the immediate need to revise the CPP 
and we are prepared to participate fully in any discussions 


necessary to achieve this objective. 


The other area which has been placed before the Provinces for 
immediate changes involves the Family Allowance program. Ontario 
favours an increase in the allowances under this program and agrees 
with the urgency of such a measure. In the past, the Ontario 
government has strongly urged that Family Allowance policy be 
developed in close coordination with the taxation system and 
concentrating benefits where the need is greatest. We are pleased 
to note that the Federal proposal takes an important step in this 
direction. This proposal will be closely studied by Ontario with 


a view of quick action in the area of Family Allowances. 


In summary, I must say that if we are to accomplish the task of a 
totally integrated system, much work lies ahead of us. We are 
beyond the stage of being able to go it alone, either in a 


professional sense or in a federal-provincial-municipal sense. We
